bling the Fancy, like a diſturbed Painter, as Ho- 
race aptly ſays, joyns a Horſe-Head to a Man's 
Neck, and a Woman's Face to a Serpent's Tail, 


and ſo makes it a ſtrange. ſhap'd Form; and from

Not 
that I wou'd have it hence inferr'd, That all Alle- - 
gorical Dreams have a like certain and infallible - 
Expoſition ; but that for the moſt part, dreaming 
of ſuch and ſuch things, doth ſigniſie ſome Event - 
like unto the Nature of the Dream: As, To 
dream of falling from high Towers, ſignifies Di 
grace, falling to Decay, or the loſs of ſome good 
Place or Employment.
